Many years ago I knew a County Seat town that had no church building. 
Two non-resident pastors conducted 
services in the Court Ilouse on Alternate Sundays. The business men were prosperous because it was a trading center 
surrounded by a circle of coal and timber operations. Criminal lawyers had plenty of work, including five murder 
trials in one year. Though it was known as a “ live’* town, property values were very low with the sum total of tax 
money proportionately low. There was so little money for public improvements that there was not a foot of p a y ­ 
ment in the town and the side walks were made of planks laid two abreast along the sides of the streets. 
The first 
parsonage in the town was beautifully situated on the bank of a river under the shadow of a great mountain with a 
half acre lawn, yet it rented for three dollars a month. Came a time when the business men raised funds among them­ 
selves, builded two beautiful churches and presented them debt free to the two denominational groups sharing the 
Court House courtesy. Up to that time, a man with a family of children had found the town a good place to move 
away from; after the churches were finished the town began to be regarded as a good place to raise boys and girls. 
In one year, property values doubled and in five years it doubled again. It was not a boom—it was a cure. Churches 
are.a moral, social, and financial asset to any community, but the value of the church depends largely on the fullness or 
emptiness of its pews. As an expression of civie pride and every day patriotism, you owe it to yourself, to the gen­ 
eration that follows, and to tile memory of your ancestors, to support the churches with your attendance.

The last organized Chines® array has retreated 
from its stronghold at Chiuihow in Manchuria, leav 
ing that vast territory nominally under Japanese 
military control. 
For present purposes, It may be 
said that th® Japanese have gained their objectives 
Fighting will continue, but Japan Is recognized aa 
the victor iii Manchurian conflict. It remain* to be 
aeen whether It can turn It* vie tory Jato account, 
or will find itself held responsible for rn situation 
too big for It to handle. 
Japan is eager to gain prestige. 
It Is the one 
Astatic power with a permanent seat in the League 
of Nations Connell. 
It has established lta naval 
power. 
In the Manchurian conflict It further estab­ 
lished its land power. 
The tim® la at hand now to 
reckon tho cost. 
The complexity of the situation 
and the confusion of opinion concerning it that 
exists in all quarters prevent anything but rough 
cellm ates, but a reckoning la Inevitable. 
Japan Is 
part of the international community. 
It has no con­ 
trol over the opinions Its neighbors will form con­ 
cerning Its actions. 
It was th e duty of the League of N ations to use 
IU power to prevent Japan from using armed force 
in settling th® M anchurian dispute. 
Th® league vras 
not strong enough to perform this duty, aa la now 
generally recognized. 
Japan claimed, on the other 
hand, th at it was obliged to take th® action it did 
because of the danger from Chinese militarism . The 
Japanese claim is strong. 
It Is well to rem em ber 
th a t all w ars ar® viewed as defensive wars by the 
participants therein. 
Even Germany, which the nl 
lied forces viewed aa an aggressor, claims a defen­ 
sive role in the W orld war. 
A decision on this im portant issue is of prime im 
portance, but It is unlikely th at any will be made 
openly In this generation or for several succeeding 
n generations. 
Responsibility for the World war has 
not been assigned definitely yet, despite the word 
ing of the Treaty of Versailles. 
Japan will be no 
more willing than Germany has been to admit itself 
th e aggrcKsor. 
Dismissing th ) point of the final settlement by 
the historians aud taking up the practical considera­ 
tions, one naturally thinks first of the Immediate ef­ 
fects of Japan's action in Manchuria. 
Here, the 
speculator is on safer ground. 
He sees mutual ad­ 
vantages resulting from the disturbance. Repression 
of banditry, for instance, is beneficial to both the 
Japanese and Chinese. 
In othqr words, if Japan is 
able to maintain order in Manchuria as a result ot 
Its military action the game will be worth the candle 
to its nationals and Chinese nationals as well. 
The 
Uhjted States has turned to extraterritoriality to in­ 
sure safety for its nationals in China; Japan has 
chou en to use arms. The end is the same and Japan 
claims, not without evident reason, that it had no 
alternative. 
There will continue to be fighting in Manchuria, 
but the dispute reached a climax when the Chinese 
philosophically retired from Cbtachow, admitting 
j 
themselves and the world that there is no C h in es 
army strong enough to make a stand against the bet 
ter-dlsciplined and purposeful Japanese soldiers.
